President and Mrs. Carter are 
scheduled to personally welcome 
the Apache Belles and Apache 
Band to the White House Friday, 
March 28, said Fran Voordee, 
White House appointment sec¬ 
retary. 

The groups will be in Washing¬ 
ton to perform in the annual 
Cherry Blossom Festival parade. 
College President H.E. Jenkins 
said he confirmed the 11:30 a.m. 
appointment after two conver¬ 
sations with White House staff. 

During their White House visit, 
the Belles and Band will be seen 
on the C-SPAN network which 
goes to 650 television stations in 
all 50 states, Apache Band Direc¬ 


tor Jack Smith said>. 

The trip will be educational as 
well as interesting for the stu¬ 
dents, Jenkins said. Students will 
visit the .

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Palmer drug abuse program comes to Tyler

A new Palmer Drug Abuse Program (PDAP) recently 
opened in Tyler at the First Christian Church. 

The program is designed to help Tyler residents who 
have a problem with drug abuse, said Gene Whitley, 
senior minister of First Christian Church. 

“PDAP is a great program because it is the only 
program I know of trying to help students overcome 
drugs,’’ Whitley said. 

The idea of a PDAP program was started in a meeting of 
Tyler church leaders. Church leaders were trying to find a 
solution to the drug problem in Tyler and PDAP was 
brought up as a solution. Ed Leach, executive director of 
the PDAP program from Houston, came to Tyler and 
talked with the church representatives about the program 
and what it had done in other cities, Whitley said. 

To bring the program to Tyler, PDAP needed $45,000 to 
cover start-up expenses and the salaries and expenses for 
three counselors for one year. First Christian and Christ 
Episcopal churches raised the money through private 


donations and service groups. The fund-raising took 
several weeks and the program is now ready for 
participants. First Christian Church donated space for 
PDAP meetings. 

Director of the Tyler PDAP will be Steve Misthos. He is 
a former director of the Longview PDAP. He first became a 
counselor and then went to work for PDAP full time. Two 
' counselors, Russ Stockton and Laura Satterwhite also will 
be with the program. They have formerly been counselors 
in Dallas. They both had been drug abusers when they got 
into the program. - 

Anyone interested in the program should call Misthos at 
561-7055. 

PDAP is not new. It started in Houston at Palmer 
Memorial Episcopal Church. The church is across the 
street from Rice University where Bob Meehan, founder of 
PDAP, was digging ditches. The church’s priest got 
acquainted with Meehan and they began to talk about 
Meehan’s involvement with alcohol and the AA program 
Meehan was in. Meehan had gone to prison as a result of 


drugs and alcohol. The priest asked Meehan to become 
custodian of the church. 

While working at the church, Meehan talked with 
youthful members about their drug problems. 

Nine years later PDAP moved to Dallas and now PDAP 
has spread nationally. 

The program is experiencing a burst of growth which it 
cannot keep up with. The national organization has not had 
time to sufficiently organize itself to keep up with the 
expansion, Misthos said. 

PDAP has served more than 20,000 young persons from 
its beginning. It also has a program to teach parents how 
to handle a drug abuser. 

The program is run along the same lines as Alcoholics 
Anonymous. The participant works on 12 steps. After 30 
days in the program without using drugs an individual 
receives a fist, a leather sailor’s knot. 

Many participants later become counselors. 

Participants help each other beat the hold of drugs on 
themselves, Misthos said. 


Students to elect Senate, class officers Monday 


Candidates for Student Senate and sophomore class 
officers will speak at 9 a.m. and noon Friday in the Teepee. 

Elections will be 8 a.m.-4 p.m. Monday in the hall 
connecting the Teepee and the Student Lounge. 

Candidates for Senate president are journalism major 
Jeff Clark from Richardson, veterinary major Jeff 
Stephens from Lubbock and psychology major Luke Van 
Cleave of Tyler. 

All presidential candidates hope a majority of students 
will vote, saying it gives them a mandate to act on behalf of 
the student body. And all three agree the success of 
projects undertaken by fhe Senate depends on strong 
leadership. 

Clark said he believes the Student Senate “should be 

. ‘ * 

able to pull together the student body as a cohesive whole 
in order to better meet their needs.’’ 

He says the present Senate is not as effective as it could 
be, and if elected he “would take a stronger role in 
isolating and implementing the resources available to the 
student body.” 

Clark says his organizational and leadership abilities 
qualify him for the post. “My organizational abilities are 
excellent. I can take a problem and analyze it and discern 
what resources need to be mobilized in order to get the job 
done.” 

Clark agrees that the time required to adequately 
administer the office would be great, “but not beyond 
leadership oriented people” with organization and 
dedication. 

He believes many students vote for a particular 
candidate simply because they are familiar with the name 
or because he’s the friend of a friend. But Clark says a 


qualified, informed, organized candidate will make the 
students a better representative. 

If elected Clark plans to work with the college and the 
community in providing entertaining and culturally 
stimulating activities to students. 

Stephens believes the Senate’s major role should be to 
unify students and faculty. The Senate, he said, serves in a 
leadership capacity to the student body. He hopes cahlpus 
organizations will seek Senate support. 

He believes the Senate should undertake projects to 
benefit the community as well as TJC. 

Stephens says the present Senate has done a “good job. 
As far as changes—I’d just as soon keep them a secret 
until Friday.” 

Stephens said his qualifications include being a 
responsible individual who has always completed jobs to 
the satisfaction of superiors. 

Stephens believes he has the organizing ability and 
discipline necessary to eliminate any conflicts a scarcity of 
time might cause. “Time is a matter of self discipline.’,’ 

He cites lack of student participation as a main issue. 

“You want to get a person in there (the presidency) that 
you want and that will do you a good job.” And he says the 
only way a student may be sure of doing that is to vote. 

“In...races among students our age...it is and it isn’t” a 
popularity contest. But Stephens thinks this election will 
not be based on popularity because of the variety among 
candidates. The results will be determined by “who 
campaigns the best,” he said. 

As to his specific plans and programs, Stephens said he 
had “no comment.” 


Van Cleave believes the Senate should work for stronger 
unity among organizations and between independents and 
organizations. 

He says the majority of students are independents, and 
believes that if independents can be united with 
organizations, such a union would work for the benefit of 
TJC and the community. 

“I see definite ways it (the Senate) can be improved,” 
said Van Cleave. He says the Senate has been more 
concerned with its social role than with the benefit it could 
be to the community. He cites this year’s jumpathon and 
blood drives as specific examples of the types of activities 
he would work for if elected. 

Van Cleave would “like to make the office (of president) 
stronger.” 

He lists his ability to appeal to people, to listen and to 
understand their needs and to put practical application 
with this understanding as assets which qualify him for 
Senate president. 

He says personal priorities would determine whether a 
president has time to cultivate a Senate which lives up to 
the roles the candidates have described. 

“If you believe strongly enough in what you’re doing, 
you’re going to have time for it.” 

Van Cleave believes elections of this nature are mainly 
sorority/fraternity races, but that they “should not be a 
contest to find out which fraternity is more popular at 

tjc.” . ^ssifl 

Instead, he says the elections should be “a hunt for the 
man or woman who can handle the job best and who is best 
qualified.”

Campus atmosphere reflects leadership 


Next Monday’s Student Senate/class officer elections 
will not only determine officers for the coming year but will 
also determine what TJC will be in ’80-’81.

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Presidential hopefuls surveyed 
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Inflation: our No. 1 threat

Inflation, by definition, is the 
expanding of the volume of 
money and credit without in¬ 
creasing production of goods and 
services. The federal government 
orders money into circulation in a 
process called “monetizing.” The 
Federal Reserve System is em¬ 
powered to coin currency. 

Inflation is the No. 1 threat to 
our economy, according to four 
major presidential candidates. 
Their views on the energy crisis 
along with several other impor¬ 
tant issues were discussed in a 
poll taken by the American 



Enterprise Institute for Public 
Policy Research, according to the 
Wall Street Journal. 

George Bush, R-Texas; presi¬ 
dent Jimmy Carter, D-Ga.; Sen. 
Edward M. Kennedy, D-Mass. 
and Ronald Reagan, R-Cal. 
agreed what causes inflation is 
printing more money without 
increasing production of goods 
and services. 

Most candidates had similar 
priorities for halting and re¬ 
versing inflation. Carter used 
more words to get his point 

across, but Kennedy was most 
specific. ••■*»•••- * I « s 

Carter’s short term goals are to 
keep price increases in housing 
and energy “quarantined” and 
“prevent them from spilling over 
into the basic wage-price struc¬ 
ture of the economy.” 

“This calls for public re¬ 
straint—in the form of a tight 
budget and restrained monetary 
policy—and private restraint.” 
Carter said his “program has 
been successful in the face of very 
difficult circumstances,” the 
Journal said. 

Long term, Carter said, “the 
nation must address the structur¬ 
al problems that create and drive 
inflation...This means increasing 
productivity and freeing re¬ 


sources for private use—which I 
have done by submitting, a tight 
budget for fiscal 1981; this means 
reducing the burden of-excess 
regulation—which I have done 
with my regulatory reform pro¬ 
gram ..’ ’ 

Carter did not say what “tight 
budget” means—actually de¬ 
creasing any department’s al¬ 
lowance, giving departments 
smaller raises than they wanted, 
or what. 

Reagan spoke more forcefully. 
“First I will tell our money 

authorities that they have only 
one job—to restore and maintain 

a sound dollar at home and 

«• 

abroad. We must balance 
budget.” 

“I will ask Congress to 
immediately in beginning 
necessary reform .of our 
system.” 

Reagan also said the “over- 
regulation of the economy has 
exceeded the bounds of sensibil¬ 
ity.” 

“The U.S. General Accounting 
Office says that $50 billion, or 
one-tenth of the federal budget is 
simply wasted every year,” he 
continued. 

Kennedy proposed, “First I 
would urge carefully targeted tax 
incentives and patent reform to 


encourage innovation and retool¬ 
ing of our industries to promote 
greater productivity.” 

He stressed the importance of 
competition in business—second, 
“by removing some of the bur¬ 
densome regulations” and third, 
by relaxing government policies 
“in allowing American firms to 
offer more financial and technical 
aid when they are trying to sell 
abroad.”

Finally, I would undertake a

Bush said, in the Journal, “We 
can and we will bring inflation 
under control if we adopt a 
coordinated program to balance 
the federal budget by controlling 
spending and limiting the growth 
of government.” 

He would revitalize the econo¬ 
my by “supply-side tax cuts to 
generate jobs, encourage sav¬ 
ings, investment and energy ef¬ 
ficiency.” His next step would be 
to reduce taxes for taxpayers. 

“I would prune the thicket of 
conflicting and redundant regula¬ 
tions and laws that stifle eco¬ 
nomic growth and productive in¬ 
vestment.” 


Candidates see OPEC as foe

Energy ' powers industry. Industry powers the 
nation. The nation runs on energy—oil energy. Oil is 
becoming expensive. Oil is becoming depleted. 

Conservation keeps costs down. But more than 
that is the fact that we will die if we find no 

0 

satisfactory alternative' for oil. The nation has 
become dependent upon the Oil Producing Export¬ 
ing Countries (OPEC) for our supply. 

The four major presidential, candidates agreed 
that getting rid of OPEC as our main source of 
energy, oil and gas, is the best solution. None of the 
four was explicit about actual solutions. 

Bush would “create a working strategic petrole¬ 
um reserve—our most important effective insurance 
against oil blackmail.” He said nothing about 
rationing and favors allowing free market action to 
regulate prices. He gave no indication of how he 
would achieve this reserve. 

Our nation, the candidates said, in the American 
Enterprise Institute for Public Policy Research poll 
reported by the Wall Street Journal, must perfect 
safe, . renewable, reliable energy from alternate 
sources such as solar, wood and other biomass, 
gasohol, geothermal, wind or hydroelectric power. 

All facor converting industry to coal from oil as 
soon as possible. 

Reagan said we need more domestic production of 
oil and gas “with an overhaul of antiquated 
depreciation tax codes.” 

“Solar energy may provide the energy answer in 


two or three decades,” he added. 

Carter wants Congress to pass his windfall tax 
profits tax and use the proceeds to become energy 
independent. Recently he said he would give 85 
percent of the proceeds, of which 65 percent would 
be social security relief, to help the poor with their 
energy costs. The remaining 15 percent would be of' 
little value in aiding the government in financing 
alternate energy sources. 

Carter would also establish more federal govern¬ 
ment programs, namely an energy mobilization 
board and an energy security corporation. But would 
adding more government programs solve the 
problem, or would they simply be more added taxes 
for the American taxpayers? 

He avoided mentioning nuclear power plants. 

Republicans Reagan and Bush, favor nuclear 
power along with strict inspections and safety rules. 
Kennedy said he would have to wait for the final 
report about Three Mile Island. 

Kennedy would also reward homemakers and 
businessmen “with grants, loans and rebates for 
investing in energy-saving measures.” 

Kennedy favors price controls “to protect against 
a sudden 100 percent OPEC price hike or windfall 
profits.” 

All the candidates except Kennedy favor allowing 
the free market a chance to work. Carter, Reagan 
and Bush put that at the top of their lists. 

Kennedy would ration gasoline immediately and 
Carter would use rationing as a standby measure.

Business Administration rep¬ 
resentative Ed Brogdon commit¬ 
tee chairman, said present sick 
leave policy is unclear. “Nobody 
understands it.” 

TJC should con¬ 
sider formulating one sick leave 
plan, rather than the two they 
now have. He adds, in regard to 
the present system, “In order to 
alleviate a possible financial bur¬ 
den on TJC employees, perhaps 
we should consider a disability 
insurance policy.” 

Committee members named to 
assist Brogdon are Robert Peters, 
government and economics rep¬ 
resentative; Counselor Alan Bar¬ 
nes and Student Activities Di¬ 
rector Billy Jack Doggett. Barnes 
and Doggett have “information in 
this specific area,” according to 
McManus’ report. '• 

Brogdon says Barnes and Dog¬ 
gett are working on doctorate 
degrees in junior college ad¬ 
ministration at East Texas State 
University.

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Football players recruited; 
dedication, size necessary 


The football squad has been working hard all 
semester. Recruiting players and spring practice are 
the major events in the spring schedule. 

Daily spring practices from 2:30-5 p.m. help 
players develop more strength and quickness. 

Head coach Charles McGinty says TJC has one of 
the finest weight rooms for a junior college in the 
area. He added that if he doubted the effectiveness 
of the weight program, he would push the athletic 
department for new machines. Players use the 
“Hydra-Gym”, a Powernetic Resistance machine 
similar to a shock absorber and regular raw disc 
weights. 

Weight training continues until the final four 
weeks of school. Then players will concentrate on 
developing individual skills such as passing, 
catching and blocking. 

In the fall McGinty says many new faces will be on 
the team. The coaches, searching throughout Texas, 
have recruited 17 players as well as two players from 
Mississippi. 

All three coaches have been responsible for . 
bringing in these players. Defensive Coach Tom 
Phillips recruits in the Dallas area, assistant Rick 


Langley works from San Antonio to El Paso and 
McGinty searches in the Houston area. 

They start recruiting right after midterm basically 
looking for players in Texas. 

McGinty said they look primarily for Texans 
because Texas is one of the top three states for 
football prospects. When they choose an out-of-state 
player, it is one who was highly regarded by the 
Southwest Conference. 

Another reason for choosing Texans is that tuition 
for out-of-state students is substantially higher. 

As in all colleges, TJC looks for big, strong 
players. But they would sacrifice size for dedication, 
McGinty says, to get a player willing to pay the price 
to become a top-notch athlete. 

McGinty says a player might choose TJC instead 
of a smaller, four-year college if he felt he was good 
enough to play in the SWC but for some reason was 
overlooked. TJC gives the player a second chance to 
show his talents to bigger colleges and universities. 

Hopes are high for next year’s team—to be as 
productive as last year’s. McGinty says he always 
likes to set his goals high and then produce a team to 
meet those goals.
